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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 



Conservative Club, 

St Jameses Street, 

I. The Conservative Club shall consist 
of 1200 Members, and the same shall be under 
the management and direction of the Committee 
and Trustees, to be appointed as hereafter 
provided. 

IL All Peers, Members, of Parliament, and 
Members of the Carlton Club^ may have 
precedence of Ballot upon vacancies occurring. 

III. The election of Members shall be made 
by the Committee— five to be a quorum^ and 
two black balls to exclude. 
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IV. The Entrance Money on admission to 
the Club shall be Twenty-five Guineas, to- 
gether with Two Guineas additional towards the 
Library Fund, and the Annual Subscription 
Eight Guineas. The latter, which is due on the 
first of January, annually, is not to be paid 
after the first year by such Members as becom 
supernumerary. 

y. The name, residence, and profession, if 
any (at length), of each Candidate to be in- 
serted in the Candidates' Book, to be kept for 
that purpose, at the time of his nomination, 
with the names of his Proposer and Seconder, 
and each Candidate to be submitted to Ballot in 
the numerical order in which he stands in the 
Candidates' Book. 

yi. On the admission of each new Member, 
the Secretary shall notify the same to him (in 
duplicate if abroad), and request him to remit 
an order to his Banker for the amount of 
Entrance Money and Subscription. 

yil. As the payment of these sums will 
entitle a Member to enjoy every benefit the 



Club can impart, so is his acquiescence in the 
Rules of the Club thereby distinctly implied. 

VIII. No newly elected Member shall be 
eligible to participate in any of the advantages 
or privileges of the Club, until he has paid the 
sum due from him on his admission. 

IX. The name of every Member failing to pay 
his Annual Subscription, due on the first of 
January, shall be placed over one of the mantel- 
pieces of the Club House on the first of February 
following, notice of which shall be sent to him, 
or to his Banker or Agent, by post, by the 
Secretary ; and if thp subscription be not paid 
on or before the first of March, the defaulter 
shall cease to be a Member of the Club, and 
his name shall be erased from the books 
accordingly. To avoid inconvenience, it is 
earnestly requested, that the Agents of Members 
shall be furnished with authority to pay their 
Annual Subscriptions due on the first of 
January. 

X. Any Member who shall enter the Club 
House after the first of January in any year, 
shall pay his Subscription for that year. 



XI. Any Member who may be absent from 
the United Kingdom, during the whole period 
within which the Annual Subscription is pay- 
able, may, at his option, be considered a Super- 
numerary Member, and be exempted from 
the Subscription during the continuance of such 
absence. Upon his communicating, in writing, 
to the Secretary, his return to the United King- 
dom, and upon his paying his Subscription for the 
current year, he shall be admitted to all the 
privileges of the Club, until a vacancy occurs 
for his re- admission without the Ballot. The 
name of every Member availing himself of this 
indulgence, must be entered in the '*Book of 
Supernumerary Members,'* on the Secretary 
receiving notice of the option being made; and 
if his wish to rejoin the Club be not expressed 
to the Secretary within three months after his 
return to the United Kingdom, he is no longer 
to be considered a Member thereof. 

XII. The vacancy of a Member so becoming 
Supernumerary, shall be filled up in the manner 
directed by Rules III. and IV. out of the Book 
of Candidates. 



XIII. All Subscriptions shall be paid to 
Messrs. Charles Hopkinson and Co., 3, Regent 
Street, St. James's, Bankers to the Club. 

XIV. The Committee shall consist of Twenty- 
four Members, including the Trustees ; six of 
the Committee (not Trustees) shall annually 
retire by rotation, and shall not be re-eligible 
until they have been out during One Year. 
Fourteen days before the Annual General 
Meeting, the Committee shall cause to be hung 
up in the Drawing-room a Notice of the Names 
of Six Members who are to retire by rotation, 
and of the Six Members whom the Committee 
recommend to supply their places. The 
Election shall be by Ballot at the Annual 
General Meeting, and any Member of the Club 
may ballot for any Member in lieu of any one 
or more of the Six Members recommended by 
the Committee. 

XV. All the concerns of the Club, including 
the building or purchase of a suitable house^ 
furniture, &c., and the procuring, by degrees, 
a proper collection of books, maps, and 
periodical publications, shall be managed by 
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the said Committee. They shall also have power 
to appoint all officers and servants of the Glah» 
and shall name their own days of meeting for 
the transaction of business — at which meetings 
three shall be a quorum. 

XVI. In the event of any vacancies occurring 
in the Committee after the Annual Election as 
above, the Committee itself shall have the power 
of filling them up. 

XVII. Any infraction of the Rules and 
Regulations of the Club shall be taken imme- 
diate cognizance of by the Committee. 

XVIII. There shall be five Trustees to be 
selected by the present Committee, who shall 
remain in office till death or resignation, or 
until a General Meeting of the Members shall 
think proper to remove either of them, and to 
select any new Trustee or Trustees in his or their 
room ; and all securities shall be taken, Stocks 
purchased, and purchases and investments made 
in the names of such Trustees; the property, 
the subject matter of the trust, to be never- 
theless subject to the disposition of the Com- 
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mittee; the Orders, in writing, of three of 
whom, assembled as a Board, and signed by the 
Chairman of the day, and attested by the 
Secretary, shall be obligatory upon, and a 
justification to the Trustees, as to any such 
purchase, sale, investment, or disposal. 

XiX. The Committee may call an extraordi- 
nary General Meeting of the Club, on giving 
Fourteen Days' Notice, specifying the object 
in form of a Resolution, and confining the 
discussion to that object only. In such case the 
notice of such extraordinary General Meeting 
shall be signed by seven Members of the 
Committee, and posted up in a public room of 
the Club, at least fourteen days previous to the 
day of Meeting. The Committee shall also 
call an extraordinary General Meeting on the 
written requisition of Twenty-five Members 
(not being of the Committee), under restrictions 
similar to the preceding. 

XX. No new Rule, or alteration of a General 
Rule, shall ever be made at any extraordinary 
General Meeting, unless there be at least one 
hundred Members present, and without the

sanction of a majority consisting of two-thirds 
of the same. It shall be competent, however, 
for any Member to propose at the Annual 
Meeting on the first Thursday in May, any new 
Rule or Regulation, or any alteration of an old 
Rule, and sach proposal having been duly 
seconded, shall be referred for consideration to 
the Annual Meeting, to be held on the third 
Thursday in May next following, when in the 
event of the same being adopted by two-thirds 
of the Members then present, it shall become 
binding on the Club, whatever the number 
actually present may be. 

XXI. There shall be two meetings of the 
Club held yearly, one on the first Thursday in 
May, for the purpose of electing one-third of 
the Committee for the succeeding year, and 
receiving a Report and Abstract of the state of 
the Accounts and general concerns of the Club 
for the past year, from the Committee ; together 
with an estimate of the Receipts and Disburse- 
ments for the current year; which document 
shall be afterwards left at the Club for the 
inspection of the Members. The other Meeting 
shall be held on the third Thursday in May, for 
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the purpose of deciding on such propositions as 
may have been submitted at the previous Meet- 
ing, and for the purpose of passing the said 
accounts. 

XXII. No subject, except what relates to 
the management of the concerns of the Club, 
shall ever be proposed or brought forward for 
public discussion at any Annual Meeting, and the 
Chair shall be taken at all meetings at three 
o'clock. 

XXIII. No Member shall, on any pretence, 
or in any manner whatsoever, receive any profits, 
salary, or emolument, from the funds of the 
Club, under the penalty of expulsion, nor shall 
any Member give any money or gratuity to any 
of the servants of the establishment, except the 
messenger. 

XXIY. No Member shall take away from 
the Club, or injure or destroy, upon any 
pretence whatsoever, any newspaper, pamphlet, 
book, or other article, the property of the Club, 
under the penalty of expulsion. 
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XXV. No provisions cooked in the Club- 
house, or wines, or other liquors, are to be 
sent out of the house, on any pretence what- 
soever. 

XXVI . Any cause of complaint that may arise 
is to be written and signed by the Member so 
complaining on his bill, which complaint must be 
especially noticed by the Committee, on settling 
the weekly accounts ; and any inattention or 
improper conduct of a servant is to be stated 
by letter, under the signature of such Member, 
which being put in the Secretary's box, must be 
laid before the Committee at their next weekly 
Meeting. 

XXVII. All Members are to pay their bills, 
for every expense they incur in the Club, before 
they leave the house ; the Steward having 
positive orders not to open accounts with any 
individuals, and being under the necessity of 
accounting to the Committee weekly for all 
monies passing through his hands. 

XXVIII. No member is on any account to 
bring a dog into the Club-rooms. 
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XXJX. It shall be the duty of the Committee, 
in case any circumstances should occur likely to 
endanger the welfare and good order of the Club, 
to call a General Meeting, without the restriction 
contained in Rule XIX., giving fourteen days* 
notice, and in the event of its being voted at 
that Meeting by two-thirds of the persons 
present, to be decided by Ballot, that the name 
of any Member or Members should be removed 
from the Club, their Subscriptions for the current 
year shall be returned, and he or they shall cease 
to belong to the Club. 



XXX. If the name of any Member shall be 
officially published as a Bankrupt, an Insolvent 
Debtor, or an Outlaw, he shall, ip80 facto, cease 
to be a Member of the Club, and shall forfeit all 
right and claim upon the Club and its property, 
with power to a General Meeting to reinstate 
him without payment of Entrance Fee. 



XXXI. The Members of the Club are 
requested to communicate their addresses from 
time to time to the Secretary. 
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XXXII. These Rules and Regulations shall 
be printed, and a copy of them, together with 
a List of the Committee, transmitted to every 
Member of the Club by the Secretary. 



BYE LAW. 

Six clear days' notice shall be given of the 
names of any Gentlemen intended to be pro- 
posed to supply the Annual Vacancies in the 
Committee^ in lien of those recommended by 
the Committee, the same to be placed in the 
Morning Room : and that without such notice 
no new names shall be proposed.
